In ither words, tho president Is di- 


rected to abrogate such tri.de treaties 
or parts thereof as extend the right 
to other nations to ship their eTports

fect with the following countries:

Woman's Duty to Vote

STATE HOUSE. Boston, July 17—Mrs 


William Lowell 
Putnajn. for years 


widely known as an out-and-out antl- 
BUtfraglst in Massachusetts, today made 
a plea to her co-workers in which she 
urges a cessation of propaganda de- 
signed -to dissuade women from regis- 
tering for voting. "Universal suffrage 
Is about to become a fact." she says. 
"and then It will be every woman's 
duty to vote." Even though it will be 
a duty which will bo thrust upon wom- 
en who have not favored female suf- 
frage, the latter should now be re- 
signed to their fate and not seek to 
do anything which would obstruct tbe 
working out of a principle which wil! 
b* accepted by 36 slates of the'union, 
she argues. 


Her statement follows: 
"It has been a matter of great re- 


gret to me as a lifelong anti-suttragist 
to see certain letters published recent- 
ly in the papers by some former co-_ 
workers with me in that cause, urging 
women not .to register to vote even 
should the 36th state rallfy the suf- 
frage amendment, because some'ques- 
tion bad been raised regarding the 
validity of the ratification given by 
some of those states which make, up 
the 36 needed for ratification. 


'The supreme court Nof the United 


States has decided In cases very simi- 
lar to this that the ratification of fed- 
eraj amendments by tho state legis- 
latures are valid and cannot be effect- 
ed by a referendum vote of the peo- 
ple. 
Against the decision of the Uni- 


ted States supreme court there Is no 
appeaj. It Is the law of the land. 


"It makeS no difference that we do 


not like It. It makes r,o difference that 
we wholly disapprove the methods of 
coercion used politically to bring about 
•the ratlflcaton. 
When the 35th state 


ratfles, the case will be completed. The 
law will have given women the priv- 
llegeiot the vote and from -the priv- 
ilege It ia Impossible to divorce the 
duty to use it. 


"What If the duty has been thrust 


upon us against our bitter protest? It 
Is none the less our duty now to vote, 
for that the 3oth state will sometime 
ratify the amendment is certain. The 
only doubt is.when it will come. We 
can make no effective, protest against 
the errors of others by failing to do 
our own duty. We who have preachec 
women's duty above all selfish gratl 
ncation and aggrandizement must-hol< 
that duty high* before us now."

That use is confined not only 
to motor needs, but to social and busi- 
ness calls that must be made before 
the party goes ahead.
